Six freighht cars completely demol­ 
ished and traffic delayed for five hours 
was the result of a wreck on the C. & 
P. near Smith’s Ferry Sunday morn­ 
ing. Freight train No. 88, of the First 
division, left Wellsville for Conway on 
time and was running at the rate of 
30 miles an hour when the rear end 
cars separated at a point about half a 
mile west of the Smith’s Ferry bridge. 
The engineer was immediately sig­ 
naled and stopped the train, intending 
to back up to the loose cars, but ere 
he had time they bumped 
together 
with 
great 
force. 
Six cars, two 
loaded with stone, two with steel bil­ 
lets, one with scrap iron and one with 
glassware, were derailed and smashed 
into smithereens, while as many more 
were partly wrecked. 
Conductor Seely, riding on the car 
loaded with 
glassware, 
would 
un­ 
doubtedly have met death had he not 
realized his predicament and made a 
daring leap of not less than 30 feet 
over a high embankment for safety. 
The wreck occurred at 7 o’clock and 
although the wreck crew from Wells­ 
ville was summoned at once, the de­ 
bris was not cleared away until near­ 
ly noon. 
In consequence the regular 
west bound passenger train was delay­ 
ed for two hours. 
Scores of sightseers from the city 
visited tne scene during the afternoon. 
The damage done to the 
cars 
and 
freight was estimated to be from $5,- 
000 to $10,000.

People residing near the corner of 
Third and Main streets, Wellsville, 
were aroused from their slumbers at 
2 o’clock this morning by wild yells 
and revolver shots which issued from 
the second story of the building own­ 
ed by Judge P. M. Smith and occu­ 
pied 
by Nick 
Prelorenzo, a Greek 
fruit dealer, whose place of business 
is on the first floor and living rooms 
on the second floor. 
Upon investigation it was discov­ 
ered that Prelorenzo had been severe­ 
ly injured and was lying on the floor 
in his bed room in a semi-conscious 
condition, blood issuing from wounds 
en his head. 
Dr. 
Hutcheson 
was 
immediately 
called and found that three wounds 
had been inflicted, one on the temple, 
one on the back of the head and one 
on the top of the skull, all of which 
are serious, but not fatal. The doctor 
stated that the wounds had probably 
been Inflicted by bullets fired from a 


revolver, although this is not known 
positively. 
It is reported that Mr. and Mrs. 
Prelorenzo had been quarreling all 
night long and that Nick had abused 
his wife until she Anally secured a 
revolver from a drawer and shot at 
him once. 
A stepson then 
stepped 
Into/the room, it is said, and taking 
the flrearm from his mother, also shot 
at Prelorenzo, all of the bullets hit­ 
ting him. 
His wounds are very painful and 
he is row in a very weak condition, 
but is able to walk around some 
what. 
Mrs. Prelorenzo and her son were 
placed under arrest and were locked 
up in a room in the house where the 
quarrel occurred. 
They will remain 
In custody until the affair has been 
thoroughly investigated. 
This, the neighbors say, is not the 
first time that Nick and his 
wife 
have had family quarrels, but they 
have never heretofore terminated se­ 
riously.

Through In S even More

SEVERAL BILLS 
SHELVED 


System of 
Public 
Accounting— Com­ 
ing's Health Bill a Law— No 
Pri­ 
mary Election or Redistricting Bill. 
The Tale of a Dress Suit. 


Columbus, May 
5.— (Special)—The 
first of the general appropriation bills 
will be reported to the senate tom or­ 
row. 
The 
finance 
com m ittee 
got 
through with it on Saturday. 
There 
was added $50,000, m ost of this sum 
going to the Ohio state library for li­ 
brary purposes. The allowance of $5,- 
• •00 for the southern division of the ca­ 
nal was increased to $15,000. The sum 
of $K*,500 appropriated for Si Alenn’s 
farm in Athens was elim inated from 
the bill, the com m ittee having reached 
the conclusion th at the state could get 
along without the property. 
A week from today the 
legislature 
will adjourn. Those who have been 
working to get 
a 
redistricting bill 
passed have abandoned hope and there 
seems to be no chance of such a m eas­ 
ure being passed. 
There are few who 
think that the congressional districts 
will be changed. 
Another measure which was laid on 
the shelf has been taken down and re­ 
vived. 
The canal bill by Painter of 
Wood, authorizing the leasing of the 
berme banks of all canals and the tow­ 
paths of abandoned canals to railroad 
companies for a period of 99 years, 
Is now agitating the house, and not 
unlikely to be passed. 
Back of it is 
all the strength of canal opposition 
and a number of powerful syndicates. 
Painter himself, who is a most vig­ 
orous fighter and refuses to accept de­ 
feat when it comes,# is busy lining up 
votes in its behalf, and refuses to see 
why every member of the house is 
not of his opinion. 
“Many men and 
many minds” is a mystery to him. so 
far as this m atter at least is concerned. 
The antagonism to the bill comes from 
those railroad companies who claim 
that its adoption would grant to a 
number of competing companies ex­ 
clusive privileges, which ought to be 
general in character, and which the 
legislature has no right to make into 
a monopoly. 
An effort was made on 
Thursday to defeat the bill through 
the turning oi a neat trick. 
Seeing 
there was a light house present, and 
knowing that if a vote were taken the 
measure would 
be 
lost, Price 
of 
Athens, who is leading the opposition, 
m o\ed that it be immediately consid­ 
ered. 
The Painter men were caught 
off guard, but Clerk McElroy helped 
them out by whispering to Comings 
of Lorain that an adojurnm ent had 
better be taken. “I move to adjourn,” 
piped Comings, and the speaker de­ 
clared it carried. 
The bill was saved 
for the day. 
It will now come up 
again early in the week.

A senator from the northern part of 
the state has found his legislative ex­ 
perience this session somewhat disap­ 
pointing.

It has been endorsed by the 
commercial bodies in all of the larger 
cities of the state, and carries into 
Ohio a system which 
has

vogue in many of the other common­ 
wealths of the country for years.

Both 
branches 
bave 
passed, and 
thus made into a law, the Comings 
health code. This measure gives local 
boards of health decidedly more lati­ 
tude in the manner of dealing with 
contageous diseases than 
they have 
had heretofore, and restricts the arbi­ 
trary control of the state board over 
local officers. 
It was drawn by Dr. 
Probst, secretary of the state board, 
and represents two years of hard and 
diligent labor. 
The senate has defeated the Row­ 
land bill, providing for a state board 
of examiners of horseshoers.

The 
reason assigned wras that these boards

Unless the house can 
revive 
the 
Dunlap bill there will be no primary 
measure passed by this session.

Dunlap bill, which 
represented

best efforts of both the 
Republicans 
and Democrats, who

made a 
study of the subject, came up in the 
house a few days ago, aud was de­ 
feated, although nobody could offer 
valid objections against it. The defeat 
seemed to be rather through a failure 
to understand its provisions, and to 
break away from custom. 
There is 
not a student of election laws in the 
state who does not agree 
that the 
present primary system is decidedly 
faulty and ought to be changed, and 
yet in the face of this it- was impos­ 
sible to rally 56 votes to the measure’s 
support. 
In a general way it simply 
declared that the

of the different parties should be held

Among mortals they have their favor­ 
ites and enemies. 
Fortune is consid­ 
ered to result from their kindness, 
sickness and poverty from their perse­ 
cution. 
It is a peculiar feature of their habits 
th at they visit the domicile not on any 
evening 
indifferently, 
but 
only 
on 
Thursday, inakiug their entrance by 
the keyhole or by cracks of doors. If 
day surprises them before they leave 
the cottage, they change into toads and 
in this state rem ain until the following 
eve, when they are once more at liber 
ty to resume their proper shape of 
beautiful women. During the interval 
the toad is sacred, because it is impos 
sible to be sure th at any particular 
one may not in reality be the lady of 
the house. 
Legends abound in which is related 
the rew ard or punishment consequent 
upon the good or ill treatm ent of a Fri­ 
day toad. 
On this day, therefore, the 
usually unpopular animal is safe from 
abuse and secure of attention, more 
especially if it chance to belong to a 
species possessing a particular arrange­ 
ment of the cuticle reminiscent of a 
lady’s head of hair. 
Any person who 
occupies himself with folklore becomes 
accustomed to rem arkable survivals, 
yet It does excite astonishm ent to find 
so perfect an illustration of prehistoric 
thought in central Europe of the twen­ 
tieth century.—International Monthly,
